.| tomb next to that of King Psousennes 


discovered last February. 


The sarcophagus was that of King 
Amenemote. San el Hagar ‘is the an- 
cient city of ‘Tanis, which was built 
by Rameses II, about 3,000 years ago 
as a holiday resort in the Nile delta. 
Amenemote reigned about 1,000 B.C. 
He was of the 22nd Dynasty. 


Unfortunately the infiltration of sea 
water had ruined most of the visible 
objects in his tomb, except a massive 
gold vase. Only the remnants of the 

sarcophagus were found. King Farouk 

had spent two days with the excava- 
tion party, and himself opened the door 
of the burial chamber which led 
to the discovery. 


On the sarcophagus were a lovely 
golden mask, gold hands with a scep- 
tre, and a golden bird. Prof. Montet 
hopes, when the discovery is fully 
examined, to find 
precious objects.

Huge Losses 


A French military. spokesman said 
yesterday ‘that the Germans seem to 
be attempting a mass concentration of 
fire from long range artillery and 
bombers with .the object of demora- 
lising the defenders of Dunkirk as 
well as the men waiting to be taken 
off. 

They are keéping this up de- 
spite thelr huge losses, which, on 
Saturday and Sunday . alone, 
amounted .to 119 German "planes. 
destroyed or damaged, ever Dun- 
kirk,

In any case, said. the. spokesman, 
‘these tactics are not successful, as 
the troops are used ‘to bombing and 
even dive bombing. ‘They take ‘shel- 
ter in the dunes, whose slopes shield 
them from bomb splinters. while the 
sand deadens the effects of the bombs.
